Transit System , Inc., requests authority to extend Route X-4

as follows:

-CUTE--X

Discontinued Portion

Viers Mill Road in both directions between Reedie Drive

and the south exit of Wheaton Plaza Shopping Center.

Rerouted Portion

Southbound - Over regular route to the intersection of

Viers Mill Road and the Reedie Drive entrance to

Wheaton Plaza Shopping Center , thence southwesterly on

Reedie Drive entrance to shopping center, southeasterly

on roadway in front of Woodward and Lothrop , northeast-

erly on exit roadway, southeasterly on Viers Mill Road

and regular route.

Northbound - Over regular route to the intersection of

Viers Mill Road and the south entrance to the Wheaton

Plaza Shopping Center , thence southwesterly on the south

entrance roadway to shopping center, northwesterly on

roadway in front of Woodward and Lathrop , northeasterly

on the Reedie Drive exit roadway , northwesterly on Viers

Mill Road and regular route.

NOTE: The proposed change will be in Maryland ; therefore

the line operates under the certificate of D. C.

Transit. However, officials of W. V . & M. Coach

Company, Inc ., concur in this request.
